2. Claims 1 and 3-42 were pending. Applicants have amended claims 1 and 42. No claims 
were added and/or cancelled. Therefore, claims 1 and 3-42 are currently pending. Claims 17-41 
are drawn to non-elected species and/or inventions, wherein the election was made without 
traverse in the reply filed on 06/03/2008, and thus these claims remain withdrawn from further 
consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), there being no allowable generic claim. 
Accordingly, claims 1-16 and 42 are allowed.

16 and 42 are allowed the reason that the cited prior arts do not teach or fairly suggest the 
presently claimed device with the combine structural features of "a first current supply line 
extended in a first direction to receive a first voltage; and a second current supply line extended 
in a second direction that is different from the first direction to receive a second voltage, and 
wherein the first current supply line directly contacts the second current supply line", which are 
exemplified by figure 7 of the instant specification.
